1 . FOLLOWING THEMES AND SUGGESTIONS ARE FOR POSSIBLE 
UTILIZATION BY ARA/CAR IN DRAFTING TOASTS, ARRIVAL STATE- 
MENT, ETC. FOR PROSPECTIVE VISIT BY THE SECRETARY TO 
TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO: 

2. POSITIVE THEMES: 

—COMMON COMMITMENT TO DEMOCRATIC INSTITUTIONS AND FREE 
ELECTIONS (NOTE: VISIT MAY TAKE PLACE IMMEDIATELY 
AFTER NATIONAL ELECTION IN TRINIDAD.) 

—COMMON COMMITMENT TO HUMAN RIGHTS (INCLUDING INDEPEN- 
DENT JUDICIARY) 

—COMMON LANGUAGE AND HERITAGE OF FREE INSTITUTIONS 
—RELIANCE ON INDIVIDUAL INITIATIVE 
—COMMITMENT TO PEACE, FREEDOM, AND INDEPDNENCE 
— LEGENDARY FRIENDLINESS AND HOSPITALITY OF TRINIDAD

EUROPE. ALSO, U.S. MAINTAINED SIGNIFICANT U.S. 

NAVAL STATION AND ARMY AIR BASE IN TRINIDAD; NAVAL 
STATION WAS ONLY CLOSED IN 1967.)

—THE PROBABLE HOST FOR THE DINNER WILL BE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL SIR ELLIS CLARKE, WHO WILL BY JUNE BE INSTALLED

SINCE SIR ELLIS WAS HIS COUNTRY'S FIRST AMBASSADOR 
TO WASHINGTON AND FILLED THAT POST FOR ELEVEN YEARS, 
APPROPRIATE COMMENT MIGHT BE MADE TO THE EFFECT 
THAT THE SECRETARY CAN HARDLY TELL THE PRESIDENT 
ANYTHING NEW ABOUT THE UNITED STATES. 

—FOLLOWING PARAGRAPH SUGGESTED IN RELATION TO PRIME 
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MINISTER WILLIAMS: QUOTE: IT YOU WILL PERMIT ME TO 
OFFER ONE OF MY CHARACTERISTICALLY MODEST OPINIONS - 
ANY COUNTRY THAT CHOOSES TO ELECT A UNIVERSITY 
PROFESSOR, ESPECIALLY A HISTORIAN, TO HEAD ITS 
GOVERNMENT, AND THEN HAVE THE FURTHER GOOD SENSE 
TO RE-ELECT HIM AGAIN THIS YEAR, NATURALLY GETS 
VERY HIGH MARKS ON MY GRADING SCALE. UNQUOTE 
—SECRETARY LAST MET WITH DR. WILLIAMS IN WASHINGTON 
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IN FEBRUARY 1975.
